1 tbl. gelatin 

1, cup cold water 

1 cup milk 

2 eggs separated 

4, cup Sugar 

1/8 tsp. salt 

2 cups sliced strawberries 

1 tsp. vanilla extract 

4, cup whipping cream 

1 tbl. sugar 

Soften gelatin in cold water 10 
min. Scald milk in top of double 
boiler. Beat egg yolks, then add 
Sugar and salt. Pour scalded milk 
slowly over egg mixture, stirring 
constantly. Return to double 
boiler and cook until custard coats 


the spoon, keeping up with the 
stirring. Remove from hot water, 


add softened gelatin and stir until 


gelatin is dissolved. Cool. Fold 
in 1% cups. strawberries and 
vanilla extract. Beat egg whites 
stiff, fold in. Pour into a baked 
9”’ pastry shell and set in refriger- 
ator to chill about 1 hour. Just
